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Another year in .llie history of 
colonization has passed away, and 
in commencing a review of its varied 
events, v,-e are called upon' to dis- 
fliarge the mournful duty of record- 
ing tije death of some of its valued 
friends. The Honorable ./^/ea^fmrZer 
Porter, of Louisiana, the Honorable 
Abvl P. Upshur, of Virginia, and 
Colonel JF. L. Stone, New York, 
three of the Vice Premlents of the 
Societv, have ceased from their la- 
bors. 

JiKhre Porter had long been known 
as a aealous advocate and liberal pa- 
tron of the Society. Endowed with 
great natural abilities, a finished scho- 
lar, and a perfect gentleman, residing 
in the extreme south, his example 
and influence were of vast advan- 
tage to this cause. 

Mr. Upshur, though more recently 
numbered among our active friends, 
was not less true m his devotion, nor 
energetic in his efforts. The noble 
and important part which he took in 
conducting the correspondence be- 



tween the Executive of the United 
States and the British government, 
in behalf of Liberln, will long be re- 
membered with ffratitude to his me- 
mory. From iiis high station and 
commanding inlnicnce, and his great 
anxiety to see the colony flourish, 
and rise to greatness, we had reason 
to anticipate great good from his con- 
tinued labors. 

Of the general character and influ- 
ence of Colonel Stone, it is not in 
our power adequately to speak. All, 
however, who have been familiar 
with the columns of tlie '* Commer- 
cial Advertiser," know how contin- 
ued and ardent w^as his attachment to 
this scheme of benevolence ; how 
powerful were his appeals in its be- 
half; and how cutting were the re- 
bukes, and convincing the argu- 
ments which he dealt out to those

He, however, had 
formed such an attachment for the 
colony, and felt such an ardent de- 
sire to make himself useful in pro^ 
moting its welfare, that he again 
returned to it as superintendent of 
the high school on Factory Island, 
under the patronage of the Ladies' 
Liberia School Association of Phila- 
delphia. 

In their last annual report, the 
managers of that association thus 
speak of his usefulness, and their 
and Africa's loss in his death : 

" We have also to mourn the loss of our 
excellent friend and helper, Dr. Wesley 
Johnsm. In the death of this estimable 
Christian, we have lost an invaluable teach- 
er, and Africa a devoted friend and martyr. 

"The failure of his health, which neces- 
sarily suspended the high school of Liberia, 
about a year since, was to us a source ol* 
deep solicitude; si ill we txusted that his 
iifb might be spared many years. He re- 
turned to New York last May, in cheerful 
hope that his complicated disease was not 
incurable, that stsength and time would still 
be granted him for further labors in the 
cause of human improvement. 

*' But, in thedesigns of an all-wise Provi- 
dence, it was ordered otherwise. He lived 
but a frw days after reaching the home of 
his childliood. 

" To the piety, zeal and talents of Dr. 
Johnson, our society is mainly indebted for 
its success in founding the high school in 
Liberia. He watched with unceasing care 
over the erection of the building, organized 
the school, and proSred by experience that 
its plan was practicable, and promised the 
best results. 

" He had in the school about twenty-five 
scholars, who were received on condition 
of tlieir paying 75 cents per week for their 
board, in labor, cash, lumber or provisions. 

" Dr. Johnson, just before his death, ob- 
served, that he never regretted going to Li- 
beria, Ibr he hoped, in the erection of the 



high school, there was one bright spot that 
would shed its influence far into the inte- 
rior of Africa. 

" Governor Roberts, during his late visit 
here, bore warm testimony to the estimate 
the colonists place on the school. He was 
very anxious to have it re- opened as soon 
as possible, it being as he termed it ' the 
hope of the colony.' "* 

While we record these instances 
of mortality among the friends of the 
cause in this country, we are happy 
in being able to state that the past 
year has been one of unusual health 
among the citizens of Liberia. And 
it is now an admitted fact, that new- 
ly arrived emigrants suffer less in 
their acclimation, than the inhabi- 
tants of the northern sections of the 
United States do, on their removal 
to the extreme south or the far west, 
and that after a residence of a year in 
the colony, they will find the climate 
more congenial to their constitutions 
than that of America. 

Immediately after the last annual 
meeting of the Society, the Execu- 
tive Committee concerted measures 
for despatching an expedition from 
New Orleans. It being impossible 
for the Secretary to perform this duty 
in person, the services of Wm. A. 
Bartlett &- Brother were secured, 
who attended to chartering a vessel, 
receiving and taking care of the 
emigrants, purchasing provisions and 
trade-goods, and doing every thing 
necessary in the premises, under 
full and explicit instructions from 
us. And it is due to th«m to 
say that they deserve great credit 
for their promptness, eflSciency, and

They 
wept on each otiier's neck — they shed 
tears of joy and gladness — not a cloud in- 
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tervened to damp the ardor of their feelings ; II of them cost upwards of eighteen 
it wiis truly a happy time, and my feelings " 
tbwed in unison with theirs." 



Capt. Auld, master of the Lime j 
Rock, in a letter of 26th July, mekes 
the following- allusion to cthe same 
thing: 

" Dr. Lugenbeel, his student. General 
Lewis, Mr. Murray, and myself, visited the 
new settlement up tlie river, vyhere the 
Renown's emigrants had located, and were 
agreeably disappointed. . Notwithstanding 
the destitute situation they were in,, after 
losing every thing they possessed, when 
ca.=t away, they had built themselves com- 
fjrtable houses, and had an abundance of 
every thing growing in a thriving condi- 
tion, such as corn, potatoes, cassada, beans, 
peas, &c., fruit of various kinds, such as 
water-melons, cucumbers, cantelopes, pine 
apples, bannanas, plaintains, &c. All those 
improvemsnis have been done in the si)ace 
often or eleven months." 

The emigrants by the Lime Rock 
all passed through their acclimation 
widi very little sickness. Dr. Lu- 
genbeel remarks of thern — 



" I spent three months at Greenville, i 
(luring which time all the emigrants wlio | 
were landed at that place, sixty-eight ' 
in number, experienced one attack, or jj 
more, of acclimating fever ; but, witli jj 
(lie exception of two small cliildren, f, 
whose death was caused by the efi'ect j 
of worms in the alimentary canal, they j 
all recovered, and I left them in nearly j 
or quite as good health as when they first j 
arrivcfl.

Receipts. — Dfbts. — I'lirchast of Tirritory. 



The receipts tVom subscribers to 
the Repository exceed the expenses 
of its publication by upwards of 
$700, and wouhl be greatly increas- 
ed if subscriber.^ would generally be 
more punctual in making their remit- 
tances. 

No payments of conseq.ience have 
been made on the old deb Is of the 
SocieTty. The Committee found it 
impossible to meet the indispensable 
engagements, and perform the indis- 
pensable business of the year with 
their limited resources. They con- 
sider it an object of the first impor- 
tance that the Society should be en- 
tirely relieved from debt. Tiiere is 
about $0,000 of the old debt yet 
unpaid, and about $7,0.12 97 of other 
debts. 

To meet these we have debts due 
the Society amounting to S:),()()2 70, 
together with S'1,000 due from seve- 
ral legacies, that v/ill probably bo 
paid in the course of anotlier year or 
two. 

We liave also debts due the colo- 
nial store, and goods tiiere for sale 
amounting to about $6,000. V\'e, 
however, do not expect lo receive 
any imnicdiate assistance from the 
colony to aid us in paying our debts 
in this country. Gov. Roberts is 
under instructions to prosecute the 
purchase of territory as rapidly as 
possible, and to appropriate all 
the available resources to that pur- 
pose. 

'^ne of the most prominent objects 
for which we have made special ef- 
forts to raise money, has been the 



purchase of territory. Every arrival

We have received in the course of 
the year a ce?2sw5 of the colony — also 
a statistical history from the arrival 
of the llrst emigrants in 1820 down 
to September, 1843, which is full, 
minute, and definite, and contains 
nearly all the information that can be 
desired on all important points. 
C4overnor Roberts, in his letter ac- 
companying it, gives the following 
description of its contents: 

" It is in two parts : The first contains a 
roll of all emigrants that have been sent to 
the colony by the American Colonization 
Society, and its auxiliaries; showing their 
ages — state iVoin which they emiiirated — 
whether (Vee born,pnrchase(i"their freedom, 
or emancipated in view of their emigrating 
to Libona.aiid by whom — where located — 
extent of education — profession— if dead, 
time and canse — il" removed, to what ph)ce 
—showing of course, the numherstill JivYog 
in the colony. 

"A recapitulation, showing the ninnber 
of emigrants from each state— the ruimber 
of recaptnred Africans that have been sent 
to the colony by the United States govern- 
ment, &,c., &c. 

" Kecapitiilation— showingthe total num- 
ber of emigrants that were free born, num- 
ber li'.at purchased their freedom, number 
emancipated in view of emigrating to Li- 
beria, canse and number of deaths in each 
year, number of removals from the colony, 
&c., k.c. 

■' The second part contains a census of 
the colony, showing the age, time of arri- 
val, conneclions, profession, extent of edu- 
cation, health, &c.

The kind and amount 
of merchandise imported into the colony 
by each vessel. Amount of imports and 
exports of each port of entry. 

" Schools — names of teachers, where lo- 
cated, number qf children of each sex, dis- 
tinguishing between American and native, 
by whom supported, &c., &c. 

" InsUtutions lor religious improvement, 
the number of churches in the colony, 
location, description of buildings, number 
of communicanis, distinguishing between 
American and native. 

" Statement of crime, names of culprits, 
whether Americans, captured Africans, or 
natives belonging to some of the contiguous 
tribes, nuinber of convictions for murder, 
kidnapjjing, burglary, grand larceny, petit 
larceny, 8cc., date of trial, court and punish- 
ment avvarde(i, and lasUy a map of Liberia. 
The principal object of this map, is to give 
you some idea of the course of the rivers be- 
tween Cape Mount and Cape Palmas ; par- 
ticularly the rivers St. Paul and .Junk, as ex- 
plored last season, and to fix the location of 
a numberof native towns visited during that 
time, and others that have not appeared on 
any jnap, to my knowledge, before. There 
are still a number of native towns and villa- 
ges in the vicinity of the American fettle- 
ments, that could not be entered for want of 
space. At some future time I will try losen4 
you one on a larger scale, embracing all." 

We forbear in this place and time, 
making any extracts from this inter- 
esting docnraent, Relieving that the 
whole of il ought to be printed and 
laid before the country as an irrefraga- 
ble, unanswerable argument in favor 
of colonization, and hoping that 
means will be furnished to print and 
publish it as an appendix to this 
report, the estimated cost of which 
is $1,166.* 



* This Census and accompanying document* will shortly be published and ready for distribution. 
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The cause of colonizaiion is be- 
lieved to be ill a healtliftil and flouri- 
shing condition in this country. The 
number of its friends has greatly iu- 
creased during the past year. The 
number of subscribers to, and readers 
c{ the African Repository, has been 
considerably enlarged. Many of tlio 
daily and weekly newspapers of the 
country, that formerly were silent on 
the subject, have opened their col- 
umns to communicalions, and have 
come out themselves strongly in fa- 
vor of the Society. A number of 
new auxiliary societies have been 
formed., ami old ones which had been 
suffered to languish, have beenreviv- :; 
cd. Many clergynnen who foi years Ij 
had been silent on the subject for va- jj 
rious reasons, haver come to the con- 1| 
elusion that they would be doing | 
wrong longer to conceal " their light i 
under a bushel," and have delivered ; 
discourses in favor of the cause, which ! 
nave met a hearty response in the \ 
breasts of their people. Many | 
churches, long shut, have been open- ' 
ed for a presentation of the claims 
of the Society. Ecclesiastical bodies 
that have for years thought it unad- 
visable to have the cause mentioned 
among them, for prudential reasons, 
are now anxious that the Society 
should come and take rank with the 
other great benevolent institutions of 
the day, and share in the contribu- 
tions of the churches.

" Ri;v. AND D.EAH Sir : — You are aware 
that the llev. C. J . Tenney, D. D., has for . 
some montiis past, ho.cn acting as agant for 
the Massachusetts Colonization Society, in 
(u'liereut patts of the state. I have just re- 
cei9cd a letter froiii him, containing some 
evidence of a change in public sentiment, 
which may be iijlerosting to you, anil per- 
haps to your readers. 

" Dr. Tenney sends me a list of twenty- 
two parishes, wliere he has lectured, or has 
UAailc arrangemerts to lecture at some fu- 
ture time, on colonization. Two of these 
lectures have been delivered, and ojie is to 
be delivered, in pulpits whicii luive always 
been open ibr our nsi', even in times of the . 
most excited opposition. He lia;) lecturetJ 
in six pulpits, and. has obtaine<l I'i" use, at 
a futur(! tiu\p, of tl'iirteen others, i .. ■ - which 
admission could not have beiMi obtained 
three years ago. lie has also obtained, for 
other persons to lecture, the use of three 
pulpits, at least, formerly inaccessible, 
which 1 do not find in his list. 

. " in some of these parishes, the pastors 
have Ibrmerly thou j;ht unfavorably of our en 
terprise. In others, and probably in a ma- 
jority of cases, they have shvit their pu'pits 
against the agents of all societies which have 
any bearing on slaver)%from the conviction 
that by opening them, they should only in- 
volve their peoj)!e ip bitter and hurtful qi.ar- 
reis.vvithout any good result. Both in closing 
and o])ening the pulpits, tin; pastors have 
very generally been sustained by their peo- 
ple ; or perhaps it would be niore accurate 
to say, it has been done by the united voice 
of pastor and people. There are still many 
parishes where nothing can be done but by 
calling on individuals, without any publii? 
movement, 

" Dr. Tenney remarks : 

" 'The bitterness of opposition from the 
abolitionists has greatly abated since they 
have adopted political action. There is 
much less sensitiveness in our churches on 
the subject of slavery. The facts, showing 
the inliuence of the colony on Christian 
missions, and tiio general prosperity ofthe 
colony, are carrying conviction to the can- 
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did luid pious, of the great importance of 
the colony to Africa. '^There is uio.st deci- 
dedly, a reaction in public sentiment, re- 
.spccting colonization ; although the amount 
given by individuals is not increased in equal 
proportion ; still, several wlio had discon- 
tinued their donations for three or four years, 
have renewed them. I feel persuaded that 
uext year we ought, anew, to bring our en- 
terprise before associations and ecclesiasti- 
cal bodies.' 

"This last sentence may need explana- 
tion. Nearly all the pastors in JVtasssichu- 
>etts, of various denominations, are mem- 
bers of associations, meeting usually four 
times a year, and each on a different day 
from the others. Agents of various be- 
nevolent societies pr.Tctice attending those 
meetings, to lay their claims before the p«3- 
tov?, and make arrangements for addressing 
tlieir congregations. In some conHiiunions, 
<icclesiagtic5U bodies of other names, answer 
a similar purpose. For some years past, 
even our friends in the several associations 
would have regretted the presence of an 
agent of our Society, as an occasion of un- 
pleasant and unprofitable excitement. By 
another year, Dr. Tenney thinks, they may 
hope to be generally welcome ; which is as 
much as to say, that colonizalion may then 
lake its place among the benevolent enter- 
prises vyhich our churches generally think 
it their duty to sustain. This, however, 
you must understand not as a promise, 
but as the present opinion of one well quali- 
lied to judge. The facts, I think, give a 
fair sample of our past depression, and of 
^Jie rate at which we are emerging from it.

la a letter of later date, Mr. Tracy 
gives some extracts from a commii- 
iiication received from another cler- 
gyman in the slate, of which the fol- 
lowing are a sample :

|i bly be small ; but if our affairs go on well 
' abroad, will increase from year to year." 

We miglit give many facts, con- 
1 nected with the operations of the 
I secretaries of the New York and 
; Pennsylvania colonization societies, 
I showing clianges of public sentiment, 
! and unfolding new openings to the 
i churches, similar to those exhibited 
i in the above extractSj all evidencing 
that the cause is becoming increas- 
ingly popular in the country. 

The same thing is exhibited in the 
receipts of the past year. Every 
reflecting person is aware that the 
intense excitement which prevailed 
throughout tlie country during most 
of the year, in regard to the pre- 
sidential olecliou, so absorbed the 
public mind as to render it almost 
impossible to call attention to any 
other object. Almost all the great 
i charities suffered in their receipts in 
consequence. Am\ yet the contribu- 
tions from the churches, and from 
private individuals, to this Society, 
considerably exceed what diey were 
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the year preceding. This is cer- 
tainly a most encouraging fact, espe- 
cially when it is considered that, for

Liberia. He was introduced to the 
President of the United States and 
Heads of Depa-fimmts, who receiv- 
ed him with great respect, and were 
much interested in his statements re- 
lative to the colony. 

Gov. Roberts may be considered 
as the first ripe fruits of Liberian 
culture and training. As such, he 
stands forth at once an evidence of 
the capabilities of his race, and of the 
practically benevolent spirit of colo- 
nization, as it necessarily rouses up 
and evolves faculties of mind, which, j 
in a state of slavery or freedom in 
this country, or in Africa, must have 
remained torpid and dormant forever! 

The question was repeatedly ask- 
ed him, whether he con.sidered the 
colonists capable of self-government, 
if now left entirely to themselves ? 
And his uniform answer was, that he 
believed that if the Society were no 
longer to render them any aid or 
counsel, the -colony would live and 
prosper, if they were not interfered 
with by any foreign nation. 

Dr. LuGENBEEi, alluding to the 
meeting of the colonial legislature 
last March, says :

I and value, says : 

" The Liberians have shov^-n a capacity 
for maintaining a free and independent go- 
vrrnment, a capacity and disposition for a 
t lair degree of moral and intellectual im^ 
I provement. The soil of Liberia is one of 
I the most productive in the world, and capa- 
I ble of yielding all the varieties of vegeta- 
i bles, and all the sta])le commodities of the 
i tropics. The climate of Africa is one that 
I will prove as favorable to the American 
i emigrant as does the climate of tlie western 
i States to the New Englander. In fine, all 
{ that is necessary to favor and perpetuate, 
j on the coast of Africa, an independent 
Christian government, is an increase of the 
' number of se/cc/ emigrants, an increase, for 
a certain period, of the appropriation to 
each individual on his arrival, and a gene- 
j ral protection from the Government of this 
country." 

Early in November last, letters 
were addressed to the secretaries of 
the State societies, and to other dis- 
tinguished friends of colonization, 
making various inquiries in regard 
to the present state of the cause in 
their various sections of the country ; 
the number and \varmth of its friends ; 
the efforts made the past year, and 
the obstacles in the way ; and as to 
their opinion of the best measures 
to be taken, to give increased energy 
and efficiency to its operations, at 
the beginning of the approaching 
year. 

The various answers to these in- 
quiries which have been received, 
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present many facts and truths touch- 
ing the present and prospective con- 
dition of our enterprise, in a manner 
more satisfactory than couhl other- 
wise be done. As wc cannot, how- 
ever, present them entire in this re- 
port, we shall make such extracts 
from them as seem requisite to illus- 
trate the subject. 

The Hon. Judge Burnet, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, says : 

" A large proportion of the people in the 
Miami valley are friendly to the coloniza- 
tion cause, and if called on, would willing- 
ly contribute more or less to sustain it. 

" The chief diiliculty is in the want of 
a local agent to keep the subject constantly 
on the public mind, and to solicit contribu- 
tions,, in the sparse as \i'oll as the more 
dense settlements of the country. One 
agent, such as Mr. Pinney, would effect 
more than all the organized societies in the 
Ohio valley, and in fact, it requires such an 
agent to krep the societies alive. f 

" A large part, probably three-tburths, 
of your contributions are made in small 
sums, the collection of which requires 
much time, and great patience and perse- 
verance. Men engaged in business cannot 
spare the time necessary for this purpose ; 
nor do they possess the information neces- 
sary to accornpli.'h it. A man with the 
proper qualifications could obtain more in 
one month than an ordinary collector could 
in two, and might approach successiuHy 
many persona who would not listen to an 
ordinary applicant. 

" Heretofore, but very little aid has been 
received out of our cities and towns. The 
great body of farmers and others residing 
in the country have not been sutliciently 
attended to. 

The colonization cause has many warm 
friends in Ohio, but they require to have 
their attention occasionally roused, and 
their feelings a little warmed by such com- 
munications as an agent ought to be able 
to give. 

"It is •much to be regretted, that the Af- 
rican Repository is not more generally cir- i 
culated. That invaluable periodical, if it 
covdd be seen and read by the whole na- 
tion, would produce a very beneficial in- 
fluence on the public mind, if not an entire 
revolution. I doubt if there be more than 
one in a hundred in the western States 
who has a correct knowledge of the condi- 
tion and prospects of the colony, much less 



j of the influence it is destined to have, and 
is now producing on the native tribes in 
its vicinity, in the suppiession of the slave 
trade, and on the commerce of our own 
country, as well as of the world. This 
knowledge would be obtained from that 
publication, were it universally read ; and 
at the same tiirjo such an extended circula- 
tion might be made to contribute largely to 
your fiuuls." 

The following extracts are from 
the letter of the late Hon. Roger 
MiNOTT Sherman, to which allusion 
has been made in this report: 

" In this village, (Fairlield, Connecticut,*) 

I the Congregational Sociffty have seven an- 
nual contributions for religious and benevo- 
lent objects, of which this Society is one ; 
and I supposed it wsis receiving regular 
aid, in a similar form, in other places. Eut 
upon inquiry, I am much disappointed to 

i find that there is not another church in this 
association which giucs this a/)Z^ice among 
its charities. In some, the influence of abo- 
litionism is the great obstacle. A clergyman 

I is not willing to hazard the peace o^" his 
parish by exciting that reckless, turbulent 
spirit. "But in most instances, the neglect 
is owing to the fact, that the attention of 
the clergy has not been turned to the sub- 
ject. A majority would, i apprehend, be 
ready to ailopt a regular system of collec- 
tions in their respective parishes, if the 
great success of ths enterprise, and the in- 
teresting objects which it embraces, were 
but sufiiciently understood. In order to 
get the aid of the people, their Pastors 
must press it on their consideration in their 
respective parishes. Without their aid, we 
oiui do comparatively {lothing, and with it, 
ranch may be accomplished. From the 
inquiries which I have made, I think the 
clergy in this part of the State may be ex- 
cited to action, except in those places 
where they are deterred by the fear of the 
abolitionists. All we want is revenue. 
Tins can be obtained in this State in no 
considerable amount for the aid of coloni- 
zation, unless the clergy will introduce and 
sustain annual contributions in their re- 
spective parishes, which shall he permanent. 
I will endeavor, as 1 have opportunity y to 

promote the csiabliskmcnt of this system of 
rff^nlarparisfi contributions in this part of the 
State. What the success of the attempt may 
be, can be ascertained only by the experi- 
ment. 

" Could the attention of the clergy of the 
various denominations be called to the sub- 
ject, they would certainly be able, and I 
Ijelieve disposed, to enlarge, to a very con- 
siderable degree, the amount of our annual 
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remittances. I hope the attention of our 
nwpt iniluential men may bo arrested, and 
if tliis can be done s^iccessfully, I shall 
look for an increase of patronage. Your 
' Address to our Friends and Patrons,' late- 
ly published in Ihd' Journal of Conunerco, 
and Commercial Advertiser, is well calcu- 
lated to arrest attention, by an impressive 
presentation of the intluence of the Coloni- 
zation Society and its want.''. 

" Accept, dear .<;ir, my frrateful acknow- 
ledgments tor your important public ser- 
vices, and the assurances of my.persoiial 
respects, &-c." 

Riciii^'RD Henry Lee, Professor 
in Washington College, Pennsyl- 
vania, says : 

" The opinions of the people of this part 
of Pennsylvania are very generally favora- 
ble. Jbolitioniiim, has made no great pro- 
i^res.«; here. The calm and patriotic in this 
region see plainly lhat^^:olonization has af- 
forded them the most eliective arguments 
-and facts against its visionary and agitating 
schemi'S.. 

" With regard to the present position of 
om- cause here, it is stiil strong. In this 
rouuty R!id Fayette there must be bet5veen 
Uventy-hve and thirty auxiliary societies. 
Many others might be forined by an active 
agent. 

" I can think of no suri';r means of in- 
eieasirig the energy of our friends and so- 
cieties than the empioyment of agents. I 
can speak from much (;xnerience in tliis 
{Halter, tliai,vvheriever poii'tieal excite'fnenls 
.'ire abated, the subject ol colonization be- 
eoiiK-s the most interesting to the jieople at 
hirs^e ; but this interest musl he roused into 
acttvify by the frequent bringing of the 
.snbj^'jct before their minds. 1 would sng- 
gest, then, that you prepare an address, for 
the end of this, ortlui beginning of the next 
year, urging a renevvsi of the attention oi' 
tho friends of the cause, after tlie political 
excitement has paj?ried away. Tiie iiicroas- 
ing prosperity of tlie cause — ifs cnlai"ge- 
nient of operations — i's soothing itifluence 
on the political and religious interests and 
passions, istc, might be urged as nio- 
tives and reasons for renewed attention and 
energy." 

The Hon. Elisha Whittlesey, 
of Oiiio, sfiys : 

" The intelligent part of the people in 
this .section of the State, who are not abo- 
litionists, a:"e generally fiiendly to the 
cause of colonization. " Very many who 
were formerly its friends, have become its 
bitterest enemies, by uniting with an.'i be- 
coming abolitionists", taking, liowever, more 



recentlylhc designation of • Liberty Men.' 
Nothing has been done for some time past 
to revive the colonization socielies. The 
friends of the cause here have hoped, by 
retiring from all grounds of controversy, 
that the exertions of.ihe abolitionists vsroultl 
be less vigoi-ous and successful. ■ In this, 
I think.they were mistaken. Lesteii Kin©, 
thdr candidate for Governor, resides in this 
county, and he has been, with most of his 
.supporters, very active during the, past 
year. The friends of colonization have 
been very unwilling to have the cause 
mingled with politics, and, therefbre, \he, 
etforts of the abolitionists have not been 
resisted or counteracted. The ' decision of 
public sentiment prevents clergymen from 
taking an active part in favor of coloniza- 
tion when they aio its friends ; and wheifi 
they are abolitionists, they lecture and 
preach on the subject everywhere. 

" As to future operations, I think .the 
Slate Society should be vesuscitatpd. I 
shall go to Columbus, and if possible assist 
in its reorganization." 

Professor Simon Greenleaf, of 

Cambridge, Massachusetts, says: 

" I have reason to . believe that the vie* 
Icnce of political abolitionism in the north 
has already created some change of feeling 
and opinion in favor of colonization, ana 
that the present is a favorable season for 

{! renewed action on the part of its friends. 

i Since abolitionism has assumed a separate 
political brgani^iation, I think it has lost 

■ ; much of the aympathv of the real friends of 
' the African race, and that it will soon fol- 

i low tiic fate of political anti-ma.sonry, from 
; a similar cause — the want of a true political 

■ foundation, and a departure from that of 
i_ good morals and honesty ol purpose, 

I should think, in the present state of 
|i the public mind, that a calm but energetic 
': address or circular to the real friends of 
i Africa and her children, would be very fa- 
'] vnrably received. Such an address, freely 
! circulated through the northein States,

Opinions of Dr. Reese, Rev. Joseph Tracy. — ColoDization in Massachusetts advancing. 



Anil, unfortunately, the colonization cause 
had bscome so strangely confounded, in the 
popular rni'':'',i\yith aboUtionivn, thktitwas 
not uncommon among certain demagogues 
to denounce the advocates of the former, as 
aiming it the latter. We, that is, the friends 
of coloiiization, v/cre frequently advised, 
nay, entreated, during the summer and 
autumn, to remain silent and inactive. We 
were assured that nothing could then be ac- 
complished: that v/e shoiild only incur 
popular odium ; that we must wait until the 
election was over, &c., &c. Wi^U, the elec 
tion is over, and 1 fear the prospect is not 
much improved. 

" Nevertheless, my own deliberate opin- 
ion on the '^abject is, that a wise, eloquent, 
judicious agent, who could render palpable, 
to every capacity, the broad lines of dis- 
tinction between colonization and abolition, 
would dispel much" of the darkness and 
prejudice which prevail ; and thus induce 
the honest multitiule to eidist undef our 
banner. Our friends aie numerous in this 
Slate, but scattered ; unconscious of their 
strength, and therefore somewhat timid 
and irresolute. 

It will over aflbrd me pleasure to aid 
the good cause in any way practicable, and 
especially to sustain such agent as you may 
send to labor among us." 

David M, Rf.sse, M. D., of New 
York city, says: 

"The cau5e of colonization never pre- 
sented so strong claims upon the American 
people as now, nor did it ever before, give 
so great promise of auspicious results to 
benevolent efforts, or call so loudly for 
strenuo'is an?! united exertion. The num- 
bsr of its friends in tiiis region is und;- [ 
minished, though their warmth in its sup- \ 
port has fallen off, I fear, to a great extent, 
from a variety of causes. The greatest I 
obstacles are the ho>5tiIi(y of the Abolition- '• 
ists in many paits of this' State, and the im- ; 
possibility ofrcn)oving the prejudices which i 
that laction have created against tiie cause, ' 
and all who advocate it." \ 

The Rev. Joseph Tracy, of Bo.-?- ; 
ton, Mass., says : i 

"To understand the present position of ^ 
colonization in this State, we must look at 
lUi pust position. And, as to that, I am 
more and more convinced that the merits of 
our enterprise were never understood here, 
by any considerable number of our people. 
Twelve or fifieen years ago, it was gene- 
rally viewed with favor by that class of" men 
on whom foreign missions depended for 
support Their favor, as I am now per- 



suaded, was extended to it charUabbj, rather 
than intelligently. They wished it well, 
and were willing to help a little, because 
they thought its authors and managers to 
be well-meaning and sensible men, who 
probably understood their business, and 
would make a good use of the funds com- 
mitted to them ; and not because they had 
studied and understood the merits of the 
enterprise. In this state of things, Mr. 
Garrison^'s war on the Society commenced, 
and has been carried on for ten years, or 
so, at an expense of several thousand dol- 
lars, annually; every cent of which has 
told against us more effectually than if op- 
position to us had been its avowed and only 
object. A state of feeling prevailed, in 
which a calm and profitable consideration 
of our claims became impossible. We 
were shut out from almost every pulpit 
in the State. By hearing continual asser- 
tions against us, and nothing in our 
favor, great number;-- of good men came 
to regard coloitization as a moral felon, 
detecteii, condemned, executed, and bu- 
ried, beyond the possibility of a resurrec- 
tion ! 

'* But sinc6 last spring, access has been 
gained to nearly fifty j)uipits. i think it 
safe to expect that by July next the num- 
ber may be double. 

"Thy number of our friends is consider- 
able, and is increasing. ' Their warmth,' 
with few exceptions, is rather below blood- 
heat than above it. A. gentleman in this 
city told me * he had not been much indoc- 
trinated in our enterprise.' He likes to 
have our publications, to know what wo 
are doing, ^,nd is willing to give us $5, or 
less, now and then ; and that is alL He is 
an intelligent, liberal and energetic pro- 
moter of all our benevolent e'llbrts, and 
were he 'indoctrinated,' would not think 
of giving us less than .fi.'l()0 a year. He 
is a fair specimen of very many of our 
fi lends, except that he knows why he 
has no zeal, and they do not. They are 
friendly; but are not 'indoctrinated,' aa 
Yankees must be before they become 
zealous. 

"The obstacles in our way are the state 
cf uiind already described, and especial- 
ly the erroneous impression that coloni- 
zation and missions are hostile to each 
other. 

" Our principal efforts have been by 
newspaper discussion, circulating our an- 
nual report, and Dr. Tenney's agency. 

" As for myself, I have spent a consider- 
able part of t'ne past season in executing 
the first of an intended series of attempts 
to 'indoctrinate ' the good people of Mas- 
sachusetts. The result is, an octavo pam- 
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phlet of '?oine forty pages, which is now in 
the pr , and will reach you almost as 
soon as inis letter. Its object is, to secure 
the intelligent support of the friends of 
foreif^n missions. I have aimed to exhibit 
the arfTumeat on this point with as much 
fullness of detail aa I could in a pauiphlet 
of a leadsble size. 

" To ' givf! increased energy aiid era- 
ciency '/,o Ihe cau.se,' we nmst keep Dr. 
Tennoy in the field ; or if winter drives him 
within doors, as I fear it will, get a good sub- 
stitute, if we can : but a good one, or none. 
• Ci'/cuiate the documents,' as politicians 
gay. V/ork with the Repository. Diifuse 
intbrmation through the newspapers, and 
in other ways, as found practicable. Make 
afaniremcnis, as far as possible, for paro- 
cbinl contributions next July. Carefully 
avoid all spasmodic efforts; all attempts to 
get up a ' vigorous movement,' as the old 
expresjsion is, at some particular time. 
Our future patrons are yet too ignorant, 
and conscious of their ignorance, to be 
wholesomely moved in that way." 

The Rev. D. L. Carroll, D. D... 
of New York, says : 

"The answers which you seek to thc-se 
inquiries are of great moment, and ought 
to "be given intelligently, and with the 
utmost candor. 

" I do not understand you as asking my 
opinion of the cause of colonization in 
general, or in the abstract ; but my opinion 
of its position within the more immediate 
sphere of my knowledge. My opinion of 
this general cause has long been known. 
The spirit,, the conception," the execution, 
of the enterprise of African colonization, 
exhibit some of the loftiest qualities — the 
noblest combinations of tliougiit, and the 
grandest and most august benevoleuf action 
tb;it pertain to fallerl human nafi:re ! But 
this is not the general estimate of the cause 
in the ' Empire State.' I therefore proceed 
to 'define its prest?nt position' here. It is 
not as flourishing as it should be in this large 
and flourishing portion of the nortii, A 
number of causes have contributed to this 
result. Jlholilion excitement hp-c-^AVie so 
tumultuous and alarming, soint^ years ago. 
that the friends of coionizat. ni cowered 
before it, and, for the sake of peace, ceased 
to defend, or do any thing to promote, the 
cause. Our late most worthy and venerable 
secretary. Dr. Proudfit, for three or four 
years previously to his death, ceapcd to 
speak of colonization pvblichf, and from the 
pulpit, or to impart intbrmation, or to give 
unpulse to the cause in this way; so that it 
has measurably « fallen out' of the popular 
niind to make way for other tjungs that 



have been more exciting, and that have 
been prominently urged upon public atten- 
tion. 

" Some of the obstacles which have stood 
in the way, are, utter want of information 
respectii'ig the present condition of the en- 
terprise ; total misapprehension of the real 
nature of the cause ; violent nrftiiuJic'eo, ex- 
cited by the misrepresentations, falsehoods, 
and untiring vituperations of abolitionism ! 
— the grand throes and agony of political 
excitement; the lingering effects of the 
late prostration and pecuniary pressure of 
the country. 

" In regard to future measures, one thing, 
it seems to me, will be iridispensable. an<i 
that is, to diffuse information 07i ihe sxihjed. 
Wherever I have obtained the ears of peo- 
ple, and communicated the facts respectin 
the present condition of the enterprise, 
have conciliated favor to the cause, and in- 
creased the number of its friends. So that 
the colonization interest in this State is now 
z little on the increase, and the cause begins 
to look up fi-om its deep depression with a 
commingling of smiles and tears on its 
face ! If some good, never-tire agent for 
the Repository could bo procured to tra- 
verse the States and thrust that periodical 
opon people as other pubircations are 
crowded in, this would be a great desidera- 
tum. Another thing that ought to be, 
and must be done, to give incr*eased energy 
to this cause, is, io induce pastors to consent 
to h^ve it brought back to the pulpit, from 
which it has been most iniquitously exiled, as 
a mistaken concession and cosily peace- offer' 
ing to the fury and inexorable Moloch of 
Mbolition! The secular and religious press, 
too, ought to be laid under contn bution to 
our cause to a gteciter extent than hitherto. 
Some means ought also to be used to diffuse 
more courage and determination in the 
friends of this cause. If a geiicral conven- 
tion could be appointed at such time and 
place as to secure a good attendance of the 
friends of colonization, and be addressed 
by some of the most distinguished speakers 
that could be obtained for the purpose, this 
might have a s.ilutary effect in cr-eating a 
n^AV interest, and inf\ising a new and indo- 
mitable energy in this cause. The fact is, 
we want something more of the fierce and 
unconquerable spirit of determination, in 
this cause, whicli politicians manifest in 
theirs. Injlexible determination and unfaU . 
iering perseverance, are the two great ele- 
ments of success in every human enter- 
prise! The truth is, we must make a 
mighty aggressive movement for the con- 
quest of new influence and resources. 
There are so many objects of engrossing, 
not to say maddening excitement, pressed 
upon the popular mind in this country, that 
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•<:oloni7.atioa will be jostlod otit, uiiloss it 
ean he invostod with a new ^low of heat, 
that will brin;^ it up soincwlK'ie near to tlio 
(lei^ireo of t(Miipe(,'atiue— the ' {loint of com- 
bustion,' at which other surrouiuiiii!; ob- 
jects are !" 

TiiG preceding exiracis five saiii- 
cicnt for the object we had in view. 
I'hey furnish a mass of concun-ent 
tosiimony in favor of thi.s great cause 
which cannot be gainsay etl, or re- 
sisted. In view of them, it is impos- 
sible to doubt that colonization has a 
deep seat in the affections, and a 
.strong liold on the benevolence of tlie 
great body of our countrymen wlio 
have given to it the sliglitest, atten- 
tion. They also fully show that a 
cause so admirably designed to bene- 
fit our own country, and so adapted 
to dispense the richest blessings lo 
tiie whole A.frican race, can be sus- 
tained and rendered eflectual in ac- 
complishing the great ends contem- 



It is true, there are obstacles in the 
way ; there are difficiUiies to be sur- 
yiounted. But are not our friends 
ready to buckle on their armor? Is 
there any shrinking among them? 
Any irresoiuteness? Any doubt that 
the work can be accomplislied ? 



Surely not. They all speak the 
language of confidence— of determi- 
nation, and of perseverance, until 
the nation is awakened — until a 
ral and Cliristian influence in favor of 
this Society has reached every heart 
in our country •, and until the colony 
is erected into an everlasting monu- 
ment to the praise of American jus- 
tice and benevolence ! 

Rise, then, ye friends of hu- 
manity ! ye statesmen and orators, 
join all your eloquence, and your ex- 
alted powers in this noble cause. 
Animated by the encouragements to 
be drawn from the past, fully im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the 
work to be accomplished in the pre- 
sent, let us press forward under the 
cheering prospects of the future ! 
The God of heaven is with us! 
The enterprise is undoubtedly His,' 
and His richest blessings have been 
upon it. lie has brought it safely 
tlrus fa?, and He will pursue with a 
steady and uniform course, and com- 
plete, with a splendid and glorious 
triumph, whatever and every work 
which His wisdom has devised, aud 
His hands have begun !

" Your Committee heg leave, respectfully 
to report, that they find much cause for con- 
gratulation on the general aspect of ou?

roent during the last year, but we believe 
tlrat enlightened econon)y will dictate an 



appropriation of the additional sum - .' '^400 
to the oflice outlay of $2,000, for tr.. om- 
ing year, so as to alFord the aid of a., assis- 
tant, for the relief of our able and indefati- 
j gable Secretary, and accordingly recom- 
' mend the grant of that sum. 
j " We note with great regret, the inade- 
quacy of our funds to meet tlie many cases 
where benevolent slave holders haveotfered 
the gratuitous emancipation of their people 
for settlement in our colonies ; and that your 
Executive Committee has been compelled 
to reject these prolfered trusts, on the sole 
ground of pecuniary inability. We are 
well aware of the difficulty of procuring 
suitable agents ; but w'ith full confidence in 
thp bpnevolent feelings of Ameriean phi- 
lanthropists, and in their readiness to con- 
tribute towards the moral regeneration of 
Africa, and the restoration of her long 
I exiled rf/ildren to her bosom — ^vi'hen made 
i acquainted with our wants and their exi- 
i geiicies — we cannot doubt that important 
j service would be rendered to the cause, by 
! calling forth the volunteer labofs of our 
I friends in the diffeirent Statc-5. We would 
i therefore suggest that the Executive Com- 
1 miUee, bo instructed to present some of the 
1 most striking cases where large bodies of 
j valuable slaves, trained specially for future 
{ usefulness in Africa, have relapsed into 
i hopeless bondage, from our inadequate re- 
I ceipts; and to invoke the co-operation of our 
I friends in calling forth the requisite funds 
I for preventing similar catastrophes, as wall 
! as for the completion of our territorial pur- 
chases between Canes Mount and Palmas, 
now, perhaps, the most irnpoit.uit duty de- 
volving upon the American Colonization 
Society, in view of the claims of three mil- 
lions of unfortunate fellow creatures, upon 
the bestsympathies of the American people. 

" Ourovvn cbservafion happily corrobora- 
ting the views of the annual report, in rela- 
tion to the growing interest manifested by 
various religious bodies, towards this truly 
; Christian and constitutional mode of blessing 
" the African race, we would further suggest 
the selection of some of the most affecting 
cases of slaves reverting into bondage, to be 
embodied in a circular to the clergy, asking 
their active services in preventing the re- 
currence of similar circumstances.

CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN COLONIZATION SOCIETY. 



Article 1st. This Society ahal! be called " Thf^ Americ.m Society lor Colouizing the Free Tcoplc of 

Color ofthe United Slates." ..^ 

?A. Tiie object to which its attention is to be exclusively diroplcd. ia to promote and execute a plan for 
CoJoniiiiig (with their own consent) the free people of color residing in our countryj in Africa, or sueli 
other place as Congress shall deem expedient.. And tl»e Society shall act, to effect this object, in co-operation 
with the General Government, and such of tlie St^itcs as may adopt regulations on the subject, 

3il. Every citizen ofthe United States, who shall have paid to the funds of the Society the sum of one dol- 
lar, shall be a member of this Society. 

4th. There shall he a Board of Directors, composed of, delegates frbm the several State Societies, and 
Societies for the District of Columbia, and the Territories of the United States. Each Society contributing 
not less than one thousand dollars annually, into the common treasury, shall be entitled to two delegates. 
Each Society liaving under ita care a Colony, shall be entj^led to three delegates ; and any two or more 
riacictics unilii'g in the support of a Colony, composing at teast three hundred souls, to three delegates eaeh. 
Auy indiviJiwlcuntribuiihg one thousand dollars to the Society shall be a Director for life. 

5ih. The Sociely and the feoard of Directors shall meet annually at Washington, on the third Tuesday in 
J inu^iry, "^nd at such other times and places as they shall direct. The Board gliall have j)ower to organi/.c 
and tidmiiiislcr a General Government for the several Colonics in Liberia; to provide a uniform code of Uiws 
fiir sue"! Cokmies, and manage the geni;ral affairs of Colonisation throughout the United Statej, except within 
the States whicli planted Colonies. They shall also appoint aimu.ally, the Executive Comu^itte.e, to consist 
of seven, with such other o/ficers as they may deem necessary. Any tvyo members of the Executive Com- 
miltcc, ^>ith the chairnuin, shall- form a quorum for the transactioth of ordinary executive business; but all 
appropriations of money, or measures involving tiic expenditure of funds, other than for the payment of debt« 
jireviously contracted by order of the Executive -Committee, shall be approved by at least four members of 
the Executive Committee. The ollieers ofthe Society shall be cx ojficio members ofthe Board of Directors, 
and shall have a rigiit to speaJc, but not to vote. The said Board of Directors shall designate the salaries of 
tlic Lifioers, and a-Jopt such plans as they may deem expedient for the promotion ofthe Colonization causo. 
h bli ill be their duty to provide for the fulfdmeiit of all existing obligations of the American Colonizaiiuu 
Society, and iiothing in the following at'ticle of thc^e amendments shall limit or restrain the4r power, ti'rlnakf 
juch provision by an eqaiiablc assessment on the several Societies. Whenever a meeting of llie Board of 
Directors shall be regularly c:ktled, aiu' there are. not at least six members in attendance, in such case <ive 
mfmbcrii of the Executive ConuuHtcc, the qhairnian being one, with such Direo'/ors, not '(ess than two. as 
nriy be present, shall C(nisti(.ule a Board, and have competent authority to transact any business ofthe Sooit- 
ty ■, provliled, however, thr; Buard so constituted shall carry no (juestion unless the vote be unanimous. 

Gill. The expenses ofthe General Government in Africa shall be borne by the .several associated Societiea, 
acconling'to the ratio to be fixed by the Board of Directors, 

Tih. Every such Society which has under its care a Colon^', associated under the General Government, 
ihall have the right to approj'-riatc its own funds in the Colonization and care of its emigrants. 

8lh. The. Board of Diretitors shall have the exclusive right to acrjuire tcrritoi'y in Africa, to negotiate 
treaties with the native African tribes, and to appropriate the territory and define the limits ofthe Colonies. 

9th. The President and Vice-Presidents of the Society shall be elected ,'innually by the Society. 

10th, It shall be the duty of the President, (or in his absence the Vice Presidents, according' to seniority,) 
to preside at meetings ofthe Societv, and to call meetings wlien he thinks necesoary. 

11th. The Board of Directors ank tlie Executive Committee shall have power to fill up all vacancies (kico,]-- 
ing in their respective numbers during the year, and to make such By-I.jaw» for their government as they 
may deem necessary ; provided t e same are not repugnant to this Constitution. 

l'2th. This Constitution may be modified or altered, upoa a proposition to that efieot, by any of the gaid 
>Aicictics, transmitted to each ofthe Societies three months before the annual meetings of the Board of Di- 
rectors; provided such proposition receive the sanction ol*' two-thirds of the Board at tl»eir next annual 
nieetitis. ' 

13th, The representatives ofthe Societies present at the annual meeting, adopting this Con.stitution, shall 
have the power to elect delegates to ssrve in t!-!C Board of Directors, until other:^ are appoiuted by their 
Societies. The delegates shaii meet immediately after their <'.leclion, organize, and enter upon their duties 
M a Board. 

14»h, All sums paid into the Tniasury ofthe American Colonization Society shall be applied, after defray- 
ing the expenses of coller-lion of the same, and, a rateable portion of the subsisting debts ofthe Society, to 
die advancement, use, and benefit, of the Colony of Monrovia; and the Agent of the Society, or Governor, 
•hall reside therein.

1 like institutions, ,pivil, literary, and religious, and composed of Africans and /descen- 
i danta of Africans, most of whom were emancipated from boi^dage in this cbiintiy for 
I tl!e purpose, some of whom were rccaptl^red from slave ships, and a small part of 
whom are adopted natives that have come in to join them. There is Christian civiiizatkia 
,and the government of law; there is a civil jurisprudence and polity; there are courts 
and magistrates, judges and lawyers ; tliere are numerous Christian churches, well sup- 
plied with ministers of the gospel ; there avQ schools, public libraries, and a respectable 
; system of public education ; thcr^ is a public press and two journals, one weeldy, and 
I one aemi-raouthly ; there are rising towns and villages i there are the useful trades acd 
j mechanic arts, a productive agriculture and increasing commerce ; in their harbors ar&j 
i to be found ships trading with Europe ajid America, and the exports are increasing 
; from year to year ; and all this the creation of somewhat less than twenty years— an 
I achievement of which there is no paralle\ in history. Not one of the first settlements 
i of our own country, at the north or south, ever accomplished so much in so short a 
I time; not one of them thai did not sutler more in its early history by sickness, andi 
, fat'iine, and war, and other disasters incident to colonization. In a word, they consti- 
I tute the germ ot a rising and prosperous;, and peradventure, of a mighty empire. And,' 
I though last, yet not least, they have done more for the suppre ssion of the «lave trade tbaa 
! Great Britain with her Spanish treaty, and all the woii'd put together. They have 
j done much in this cause ; they began the light way; while alfelse that has been done, 
j by all the world, is Mtorally worse than nothing. And these deeds are the product- 
^ the work of the American Colonization Society.
